TWENTY-FOURTH SESSION-FIFTIETH DAY. 


SKX4TE. 


S acramento, February 21, 18S1. 
The Senate assembled at 10 a. m., President 
Mansfield in the chair. Koll called. Quorum pres­ 
ent. Journal of Saturday read, corrected and ap­ 
proved. 
Mr. Ryan, by leave, introduced out of order the 
following resolution : 
Resolved, That the Attorney-General be and he i* 
hereby directed to ascertain whether the statement 
contained in Sunday’s Chronicle, in relation to the 
Speaker of the Assembly receiving warrants drawn 
on the Treasurer by the Controller, for $lá j»er day, 
is true or net ; and if it prove to he true, to take 
such steps as will prevent the payment of all such 
warrants. 
Mr. Ciiknkv moved to lay the resolution on the 
table. 
Mr. Watson thought the motion entirely out of 
order, ag it referred to an officer of the other House. 
Mr. Enos hekl that it referred to a State officer, 
the Controller. 
Tbe ayes and noos were demanded upon the mo­ 
tion to lay upon the table, aud it was lost—ajcs 10, 
noes 24. 
Mr. S kars said that the Senate was not justified 
ih taking the matter into consideration, and that it 
ought to be left to the other house. 
Mr. Brown said that the Controller held that 
there was no doubt a&to its being his duty to draw 
the warrants for Sl8 per day, and he had so drawn 
them, but Mr. Parks had refused to take up the 
warrants for *8. 
Mr. Davis did not believe that the Speaker of the 
Assembly was drawing $18 per day. If he was doing 
so, he was clearly doing wrong, but the money, if 
drawn, came out of the contingent fund of the As­ 
sembly, and before taking any hasty steps by the 
Senate the Assembly should have an opportunity to 
inquire into the matter. 
Mr. Hill thought that common courtesy required 
the Senate to give the other house time to investi­ 
gate the whole matter. He had no doubt the As­ 
sembly would do so. If it did not it would be time 
enough for the Senate to take it up. He moved that 
the resolution be made the special order for Wednes­ 
day at 2 o'clock. 
The President ruled the resolution out of order, 
as it contained a charge against the Speaker of the 
Assembly. 
Mr. R yan appealed from the decision of the Chair. 
Mr. S a tterw h ite a n d Mr. N yk thought the ruling 
of the Chair was incorrect, as the resolution referred 
to the cooduct of a State officer as well as to that of 
the Speaker of the Assembly. 
Mr. Watson would sustain the Chair. The reso­ 
lution was improperly drawn. It should call the 
Controller to account, and not the Speaker of the 
Assembly. 
Mr Hittell said he was informed that several 
members of the Assembly had already investigated, 
and had found the facta to be as stated by Senator 
Brown, and he was satisfied there was nothing in it. 
But while he should vote against the resofhtion and 
had voted to lay it upon the table, he thought the 
ruling of the Chair was wrong, and would be com 
pelled to vote against sustaining the Chair. 
Mr. Davis had no objection to the Senator from 
Humboldt making a little political capital, but he 
wanted him to do it legitimately. The Senator had 
acknowledged that the presumpUon was that the 
charge was not true. 
Mr R y a n denied that he had so admitted. 
Mr. Neumann suggested that what Mr. Ryan had 
said was that it was to be presumed it was not true 
coming from the source it did, viz., the Chronicle. 
Mr. Davis said he understood Mr. Ryan to say 
coming from a newspaper. 
Mr. Traylor would sustain the Chair, because he 
thought it wrong for the Senate to call in question 
the action of an officer of the other house. 
Mr Ryan denied that he had any intention of 
making political capital by the introduction of the 
resolution. 
Mr. Sears thought the Senate had no authority 
to direct a State officer to do his duty, though they 
might request it. He should vote to sustain the Chair. 
Mr. Wksi usually voted to sustain the Chair, but 
in thi3 instance he felt that he should he doing his 
duty to the State by voting not to sustiiu the Chair. 
He thought the resolution was out of place, but as 
it had come up he proposed to have it thoroughly 
examined into. It was due to the dominant party 
and to the person whose character is impugned, 
and it was also due to both parties and to the peo­ 
ple.The ayes and noes were then taken, and the Chair 
was not sustained—ayes 13, noes 21. 
Mr. Baker moved that the resolution be referred 
to the Committee on Contingent Expenses. 
Mr. Sears made the point of order that a motion 
to make a special order to a day certain takes pre­ 
cedence of amotion to refer, and it was so ruled. 
After further discussion the resolution was re­ 
ferred to the Committee on Contingent Expenses, 
wir.h instructions to report on Wednesday morning. 
The Senate then took up the special orrfe*, the 
substitute for an Act to divide the State into Sena­ 
torial and Assembly dist icts and to provide for the 
election of Senators and Assemblymen there n (by 
Mr. Wendell). 
The substitute was opposed by Mr. Enos. 
Mr. Sears moved to strike out all after the enact­ 
ing clause in the original bill and insert the substi­ 
tute.Mr. Glascoc k called attention to the fact that 
while there was but a slight difference between the 
populations of Placer and Colusa counties, the 
former was assigned two Assemblymen and the lat­ 
ter only one. 
Mr. Satter white advocat'd • teaching Mono to 
Tuolumne, Calaveras and Amador counties to form 
a Senatorial District. 
Here the Senate took the usual recess. 
A fternoon Session. 
The Senate reassembled at 2 i*. m. 
Mr. Ryan moved to take up the special order, S. 
B. 196. 
Mr. Johnson insisted that the substituto to S. B. 
119, which was under discussion, was in order, and 
the Chair so ruled. 
Mr. Satterwhite appealed from the decision of 
the Chair, on which the ayes and noes were taken. 
The decision of the Chair was sustained—ayes 27, 
noes S. 
The substitute was then adopted— ayes 24, naes 13. 
Mr. Sattkrwiiitr moved to amend by adding Mono 
to Amador, Calaveras and Tuolumne, to form a Sen­ 
atorial District. 
Mr. lirrrF.LL said that Tuolumne, Amador and 
Calaveras contain a population of 24,000, and if 
Mono should be added it would make the population 
of the district over 30,000. 
Mr. R ow ell said it would he very unjust to add 
Mono to the district, as it would embrace a popula­ 
tion of over 32,500—a loss of over 16,000—while, 
even with Amador, Calaveras and Tuolumr.e. w.th- 
out Mono, would have a surplus population of 5,000. 
M r. G orman moved to recommit the bib to the 
Committee on Apportionment, with instructions to 
divide San Francisco into eleven Senatorial Dis­ 
tricts. 
Mr. Ryan could not understand why Tlacer should 
have two Assemblymen, while Mendocino, with a 
larger population, was only a’lowed one. He thought 
the bill ought to be recommitted. He thought if 
the hill were passed, it was possible that the Su­ 
preme Court would set it aside. 
The ayes and noes were demanded on the motion 
to recommit the bill, and the motion was lost—ayes 
12, noes 25. 
* 
Mr. Enos offered 9n amendment that the bill 
recommitted to the Committee on Apportionment, 
with instructions to report twenty-one Assembly 
Districts for San Francisco. Lost. 
Mr. Johnston offered an amendment to rtrike out 
the words “ the First Ward of Sacramento as at 
present constituted,” so that the city should have 
one Senator and the country should also have one. 
Lost. * 
Mr. Gorman moved to amend so as to make Sacra­ 
mento the Thirteenth Senatorial District. Lost. 
Mr. Enos moved to amend so as to make Placer 
county the Fifteenth Senatorial District. 
Mr. Glascock offered a substitute constituting the 
county of Placer the Fifteenth Assembly District. 
Lost by a vote of 25 to 12. 
Mr. Gorman moved to amend by adding Kern 
county to Placer county. Lost. 
The bill was ordered engrossed by a vote of 23 to 
15, Mr. Traylor and Mr. Davis voting in the nega­ 
tive.Mr. Hudson introduced tha following bill out of 
order : To provide for ascertaining the amount of 
equitable chaims for work done unúer the provisions 
of au Act to promote drainage. 
On motion of Mr. T raylor, the above bill was re­ 
ferred to the Committee on Irrigation. 
Mr. Johnson asked leave to have hi« vote recorded 
in the affirmative in reference to the appeal from 
the decision of the Chair as to the resolution intro­ 
duced by Mr. Ryan. So recorded. 
Mr. Davis moved that S. B?. 196 and 197 change 
places on the file. Carried. 
The substituto for S. B. 197, to amend Sections 
3G07, 3617, 3627, 3629, 363J, 3640, 3641, 3650 and 
3651 of an Act to establish a Political Code, ap 
proved March 12, 1872, relating to revenue (b\ Mr 
Davis), was taken tip as the special order of the 
hour. 
The substitute offered by the committee was 
adopted. 
Mr. H ittell moved to amend by striking out the 
words “ said Code,” in lines 1 and 2 of the printed 
bill, and inserting instead the words “ the Political 
Code.” Carried. 
Mr. D avis spoke in advocacy of his bill. After 
defining some of the general principles of govern­ 
ment and giving his ideas of what constituted the 
abuse of a governmental system, he portrayed tbe 
condition of affairs which had existed on the eve of 
the assemblage of the iast Constitutional Conven­ 
tion in this State, and asserted that the popular 
clamor of that exciting and troublesome period had 
exercised an undue influence with the members of 
the Convention in tbeir legislative labors. As the 
present revenue law was generally admitted to be 
constitutional, his criticism of that law might be 
appliel to the Constitution itself. The existing 
law not only encouraged perjury, but provided for 
double taxation. The speaker" cited the cases of 
several corporations in Marysville and vicinity as 
illustrations of this latter fact. 
Mr. Nte called attention to the fact that the pre­ 
vious speaker, during the course of his remarks on 
the bill, had neglected to refer to that part of Sec­ 
tion 2 which provided that for the purposes of taxa­ 
tion all products of the soil should be deemed as 
growing crops as long as they remained in the pos­ 
session of the rroducer, and* as such should be ex­ 
empt from taxation. This, he claimed, was a ficti­ 
tious distinction which violated all senBe of tbe Eng­ 
lish language. It was unjust, and would merely 
have the effect of making every farmer a speculator. 
Mr R yan moved to amend Section 2 by striking 
out all of the section after tbe word " therefore ” in 
line 9 of the printed bill. He claimed that the pro 
ducer, at the time when he had his crops stored in 
warehouses, ceased, so far aa the gn»in was con­ 
cerned, to be a farmer, and became a speculator. 
As such it was unjust that he, any more than any 
other individual, should be exempt from taxation. 
Mr. Zltk spoke in favor of the amendment. 
Mr. D ickinson opposed it, and argued in favor of 
the provision as it stood. He depicted the present 
coiidii.an of tbe farmers, and claimed that the sec­ 
tion in question merely carried out the spirit of the 
Constitution. 
Mr. W atson instanced the ca?e ef two farrers. 
one of whom sold his crop while the other stored 
his in warehouses. Under the provision in question 
the former would be compelled to pay taxes on the 
money received for the grain, while the crop of the 
latter would lie exempt from taxation. 
Messrs. -Sea rs, P a rd ee, W endell aud Conger 
.-poke in advocacy of the amendment. 


Mr. W endell moved to adjou. 
tjost. 
Mr. Langf r i> opposed the amendment. 
Mr. J ohnston favored it. Speaking as a tiller of 
the soil, he fslt called upon to state that the farm­ 
ers were perfectly willing to pay taxes on their 
grain. There was a little sugar put in that section 
which the farmers did not appreciate, ne called at­ 
tention to the last two lines of the section, which 
provided that for the purposes of assessment or tax­ 
ation, any mortgage, pledge or hypothecation on 
crops should be deemed to pass the title thereto 
from the farmer. This was the little joker which 
ho objected to. 
Mr. Gorman asked leave to introduce a resolution 
out of order. 
Mr. D ickinson and Mr. Nki m ans objected. 
Mr. G lascock moved that leave be granted and 
the resolution read. Carried. 
The resolution was read, as follows : 
Whereas, it has been the patriotic custom of the 
Senate of the Legislature of the State of California, 
in order to properly comment rate one of the most 
significant and impressive events in American his­ 
tory—the birth of George Washington, patet 
patria—to observe the 22d day of February as a 
public holiday : therefore be it 
Resolve 1, That, in compliance with the traditions 
and customs of the loftiest patriotism, the Senate 
when it adjourns to-day do stand adjourned until 
Wednesday at 10 A. m. 
Mr. D ickinson moved t > amend by inserting that 
when the Senate adjourn to-morrow it adjourn in 
honor of Washington’s birthdaj Carried. 
Th9 resolution was adopted as amended. 
Mr. B aker moved to adjourn. Lost. 
Mr. R van’s amendment to the revenue bill was 
adopted by a vote of 25 to 15. 
Mr. J ohnson moved that he be given leave to in­ 
troduce a lesolution relative to hydraulic in ning, 
calling upon the Attorney Gene al to commence 
suits for the purp.«e of testing the question whether 
hydraulic mining could be stopped. 
Mr. P ardee moved to adjourn. Lost. 
The toll being called on Mr. Johnson’s motion, 
and 24 Senators voting in the affirmative and 15 in 
the negative, the P resident decided that the motion 
was lost. 
Mr. J ohnson appealed from the decision of tne 
Chair. 
The Chair was sustained by a vote of 24 to 14. 
On motion of Mr. P a rd e e the Senate adjourned 
at 5:30 p. m. 
ASSEMBLY. 


S acram ento, February 21.1831. 
The Assembly met at 11 a. m., Speaker Parks in 
the chair. Roll call. Quorum present. Prayer b> 
the Chaplain. Reading and approval of the jour­ 
nal.Speaker P ark s, asking the attention oi the House, 
said, in substance : Gentlemen of the Assembly, I 
desire to speak to a question of privilege reflecting 
upon the honor of the Chair. The San Francisco 
Chronicle of yesterday has an article from its corre­ 
spondent here st iting that an effort has been made, 
or that there was a probability of the Speaker draw­ 
ing $8 per day as Assemblyman and *10 as Speaker. 
There is not a syllable of truth iu the statement. 
The circumstances are that the pay-roll was made 
out by the construction of the Political Code by the 
Controller at 318 {>er day. It so happens that I did 
not draw my pay for three weeks. Then, upon 
making 
application to the Sergeant-at-Arms, 
I found two sets of warrants—one at 38 for 
my pay as Assemblyman, and one at 810 
fv»r services as Speaker. I declined to take the 
warrants, and requested the Sergeant-at-Arms to 
return them to the Controller. 1 did not draw any 
more money for two weeks, and then 1 found the 
warrants which 1 h ul rejected still remaining with 
the Sergeant-at-Arrns. Consid ring it to be pru­ 
dent, I then receipted for t'-em and myself returned 
them to the Controller, telling him that 1 did not 
construe tbe la* as he did, and believed that I was 
only entitled to 310 per day, and desired him to 
take back the extra warrants and caned them. The 
Controller replied that it was not in his power to can 
cel a warrant prior to the expiration of a specified 
time, so that the Board oí Examiners, I think he 
said*might act upon them. All the $S warrants were 
then left by me w’ith the Controller tubject to his 
order. I consider that the Speaker is only entitled 
to 810 per day under the law, and that is all I am 
receiving. 
. 
Mr. Heddick stated that he was present in the 
Sergeant-at-Arrns’ office at the time referred to, and 
wras happy to corroborate the truth of the Speaker s 
statement relative to the conversation about the 
warrants. 
Mr. M ath ew s of Tehama also corroborated the state­ 
ment of Speaker Parks, and Mr. McClcrk said that 
the Speaker had consulted him relative to his con­ 
struction of the law in the premises, and on being 
informed that $f0 per day was all to which he was 
entitled, remarked that even were lie allowed the 
818, he should decline to receive it. 
Mr. Kellogg offered the following : 
Resolved, That any member of this Assembly 
who hereafter shall present or offer any bill, resolu­ 
tion or motion, for the sole purpose of hindering or 
delaying legitimate legislation, shall be considered 
an “ obstructionist ” in the fullest sense, of the 
word ; and any member who shall occupy more than 
five minutes in speaking upon the merits of any bill, 
motion or resolution, except at the evening ses­ 
sions, shall be “ fired out ’ by a call of the previous 
question while be is upon the floor, and no censure 
shall attach to the member so moving. 
The Hous 3 refused to hear the reading of the res­ 
olution concluded, and it was accordingly returned 
to its author. 
Mr. E dw ards arose and siid that for the purpose 
of relieving the tile he would ask leave to withdraw 
four bills which hail been introduced by him and ad­ 
versely rep.'rted ijpou by the committees to whom 
they were referred 
Objection was made and the Chair ruled thnt the 
bills could cot ho withdrawn exc pt by common con­ 
sent.Mr. E dw ards then commenced to speak about his 
side of the House and the obstructionists, etc , with 
the evident intention of justifying his political 
cojrs ‘ and that «¡f the repealers, but was called to 
order bv the Speaker and subsided. 
Mr. P atterson of San Joaquin presented a peti­ 
tion from citizens of San Joaquin county for the en­ 
actment of a local option law. Referred to the Com­ 
mittee on Public Morals. 
It being the last day for the introduction of bills, 
and none being presented, the bills on the first and 
second reading files were taken under consideration : 
A. B. 152 (by Mr. Hartson), to amend Section 
4109 of th i Political Code, and to repeal Sections 
4024, 4027 and 4111 of said Political Code, relating 
to the election and terms of office of county ana 
township officers, pending amendments on itj second 
reading, was discussed. 
The axendqjeut previously offered by Mr. P latt. 
providing for an elect on during the coming fall 
and limiting the terms of office to one year, was, 
after a short debate, rejected—ayes 20, noes 51. 
Mr. Baker of Yolo moved a reconsideration of the 
vote by which committee amendment No. 1 to Sec­ 
tion 1, as amended, was adopted. 
The amendment above mentioned extends the 
terms of tbe officials of San Francisco for one year. 
Pending discussion on the motion, the Assembly 
took a recess. A fternoon Session. 
Mr. L ane offered a resolution, by consent, for the 
Assembly to adjourn, when it do adjourn, until 11 
o’clock a. m., Wednesday, in commemoration of the 
birthday of the illustrious Washington 
Mr. P aulk moved to lay the resolution on the 
table. Lost—ayes 26. noes 40. 
Mr. Van F leet said he believed the spirit of 
Washington would smile in approval upon the As­ 
sembly if it should continue in session on his biith- 
day and do its duly. 
Mr D el Vallk remarked that he hoped the House 
would adjourn on the day mentioned, as any of its 
acti on that day would be invalid, it being a legal 
holiday 
Mr. M urphy suggested that the adjournment be 
made sine die. 
Messrs. M ay, P latt and S argent were adverse to 
the resolution. 
Mr. J ackson was for the resolution, saying he con­ 
sidered that it was but a just tribute to the memory 
of the noblest and greatest patriot whom the coun­ 
try had ever seen. If it were General Grant’s birth­ 
day the Assembly would adjourn for a week. He 
was astonished to see men of American birth so lack­ 
ing in patriotism as to be adverse to rendering such 
a slight degree of homage to the immortal Washing­ 
ton, and he sincerely trusted that the resolution 
would prevail. 
Mr. McDonald also advocated au adjournment for 
similar reasons. 
Tiie roll was then called^ and the resolution was 
adopted—ayes 39, noes 32. 
The consideration of Mr. Hartson’n election bill 
(No. 152) was next resumod. 
The vote was taken uj*>n the motion by Mr. Baker 
of Yolo to reconsider the vote by which the commit­ 
tee amendment to Section 1 was adopted, and the 
motion was lost—ayes 34, noes 34. 
Mr. Wiiirrns then submitted an amendment to 
Section 1. 
Ruled out of order. 
Mr. Paulk also offered an amendment, which was 
ruled not in order. 
He then moved a second amendment by striking 
out of line three of Section 1 the words “ Justices 
of the Peace ” and inserting instead “ Superintend­ 
ent of School8.” Adopted. 
Mr. R eynolds moved to amend the section by in­ 
serting the word “ municipal” after the words 
“ city and county” in line three, m order, as he 
said to secure the validity and constitutionality of 
the law. 
Mr. Hartson and Mr. McMukray held that the 
spirit of the amendment was contained in the sub­ 
stitute which bad already been rejected. 
Mr. E dw ards ¿aid if the amendment was adopted 
it would compel the holding of all elections in cities 
anil towns simultaneously in the fall, and would be 
contrary to the will of the people. 
The amendment was lost.

SOME 
SAN 
FRANCISCO 
JOURNALISM. 


A suit recently on trial in San Francisco 
has brought out some very discreditable 
disclosures regarding the business methods 
oi two metropolitan newspapers. 
In Oc­ 
tober last a six-days’ “ go-as-you-please” 
race between men and horses was held at 
th e Mechanics’ Fair Pavilion. 
Some of 
the competitors, dissatisfied with the dis­ 
tribution of the gate money, sued the 
managers for an accounting. 
Testimony 
v as taken before a Court Commissioner, 
ami one of the managers stated that he 
had paid the Chronicle $584 for writing up 
the entertainment, exclusive of regular 
advertising. 
The contract between the 
papur and the managers had been th at the 
former was to “ write u p ” the exhibition, 
• 
and that the latter were to pay §50 a day 
for this service. 
A similar arrangement, 
K 
it was aile¿«d, had been 'made with the 
/ ' \ 
This is stripping off the disguises 
of venal journalism with a vengeance. 
The Chronicle no doubt only adhered to 
its established custom in making this 
charge for “ writing u p ” the entertain­ 
m ent referred to. and it may be judged 
from this exposure w hat the statem ents of 
such a journal on any public affair in which 
f ere can be a pecuniary interest, are likely 
to be worth. A newspaper which does this 
kind of thing will evidently enter into a 
corrupt contract with any one to pnff a n / 
swindling scheme, and thu9 to deceive and 
rob the public. 
I t is impossible to put any 
contidcnce in ihe statem ents of journals 
whose local or editoiial columns are a t the 
disposal of the highest bidder, and which 
are rrady to puff any undertaking provided 
they are paid for the dirty work. And from 
<*ne such example the whole policy of a 
journal may be divined. 
The Chronicle, 
no doubt, made its contract with Lawton 
and McNeil just as it wan in the habit of 
doing with all who required its purchas­ 
able approval. 
It is not to be supposed 
th at this is a solitary7 case in its experience. 
It is scarcely necessary to say that no re­ 
spectable journal is ever gnilty of such 
venality as this. 
The advertising columns 
of all newspapers are properly open to who­ 
ever will pay for their use, but its opinions, 
its narratives of local events, its editorial 
ct-lurans, are its own. 
Journals that open 
all their columns to purchase are, more­ 
over, certain eventually to lose all influence 
a id all public respect. 
The people may 
!>e dactrved for a time by venal ex- 
iirrssious, but sooner or later they dis­ 
cover the true character of the paper that 
prostitutes its columns, and then ifc sinks 
to its natural level, and becomes a mere 
common drab. 


SENATOR HILL ONCE MORE. 


Senator Hill Ins attem pted to answer 
our article of yesterday. 
He insists that 
the vote on Senate 15ill No. 347 was a test 
vote. 
His argument in support of this 
proposition is a singular one. 
He admits 
hat our characterization of the interest of 
the bill was accurate, and that all it pro­ 
vides for is the trial of the issue between 
th e farmers and the miners. 
But he Bays : 
“ Now, if the farmers be perm itted to go 
■“ into Court and establish th at proposition 
41 (that the m inen must take care of their 
“ tailings', the hydraulic miners will have 
“ to take care of their own tailings, or atop 
-• mining. 
Senate Bill 347 will perm it the 
"‘ farmers to do this ; and it is conceded 
" that the miners cannot keep back or im- 
“ pound in the mountains the vast quanti 
■“ tv ol debris turned loose by them every 
■“ year, therefore the passage of Senate Bill 
“ .'¡47 must necessarily 
put a Btop to 
■“ hydraulic mining." This is a truly re­ 
markable proposition. 
A bill has been 
introduced to allow the fanners to test the 
issue in the Courts ; therefore the Courts 
•will decide in favor of the farmers ! That 
is the gist of Senator Hill's logic, and it is 
really quite a phenomenal argument. 
It 
-evidently has not occurred to the Senator 
th at to allow suits to be brought is one 
thing, but that to secure the success of 
these suits is quite another thing. 
This, 
however, is the fact, and because it is the 
fact a vote upon Senate Bill No. 347 is not 
a vote upon the proposition to stop hy­ 
draulic mining. 
We are Borry that Senator 
H ill does not perceive the very broad dis­ 
tinctions involved, but as the public cannot 
fail to recognize them this Í3 perhaps of 
secondary importance. 
As a specimen of 
intellectual “ doundering.” however, Sen­ 
ator H ill’s argument certainly deserves a 
premium. 


Among the more im portant and urgent 
measures before the Legislature, the bill 
(A. B. No. 484) introduced hy Mr. Crank, 
of L03 Angeles, entitled “ an Act to define 
and enlarge certain duties and powers of 
the Board of State V iticultural Commis­ 
sioners,” demands prompt action, and may 
be commended to the approval of mem­ 
bers. 
Viticulture 
in 
California is at 
present 
in a 
critical transition 
state. 
The cultivation of the vine all over the 
world has, of late year-’, been attended 
with new dangers and drawbacks. 
The 
ravages of the Phylloxera, at one time 
supposed to be confined to the vineyards 
of France, have been traced far and wide. 
There are few American vines which have 
withstood the pest 
save 
those 
hardy 
species which are of comparatively little 
value for wine making. 
In this State it 
has been ascertained that six counties are 
already 
infected, 
and 
that 
some six 
thousand acres of vineyard are 
either 
destroyed or tainted. 
Mr. Arpad Harasz- 
thy, President of the Viticulture Commis­ 
sion, has w ritten a pamphlet explaining 
the purposes of Mr. Crank’s bill, and from 
this we gather th at “ the infection has 
“ been spread probably upon cuttings and 
“ roots imported from Missouri, Ohio and 
“ Europe, upon those transported within 
“ the State from deceased vineyards, and 
“ by the careless sale of dead and diseased 
“ stumps from destroyed vineyards for 
“ firewood.” The danger of the further 
spread of the infection is very g re a t; bo 
great, in fact, that unless statutory reme­ 
dies are promptly applied, the obstinacy 
and stupidity of a few persons will quite 
possibly destroy the labora of hundreds for 
years past, and ruin the viticultural in' 
terest just when it is beginning to assume 
importance, and to repay some of the work 
put upon it. 
“ Vine-growers west of Santa Rosa, ’ 
says Mr. Haraszthy, “ whose vineyards are 
“ free from disease, are now alarmed be- 
“ cause they hear th at one party intending 
“ to plant in their vicinity next year ia 
“ rooting his cuttings in the infected Sono- 
“ ma district, to be transplanted next win- 
“ ter. 
Planters near the Mission San Jose 
“ have been alarmed because one of their 
“ neighbors, refusing all advice, and eren 
“ cuttings free of cost from healthy vines, 
“ insists upon procuring his cuttings from 
“ a diseased vineyard in Napa county.” 
These are some of the difficulties which 
have tobe contended with. There are men 
so ignorant, and at the same time so per­ 
verse and stubborn, th at they will deliber­ 
ately ruin their own and their neighbors’ 
vineyards rather than take advice from 
their more intelligent neighbors. 
It is 
necessary to prevent such men as these 
from spreading infection all over the State 
through their folly, and as ordinary meas­ 
ures are unavailing, the law must be ap­ 
pealed to for protection. 
Mr. Crank’s bill, therefore, provides for 
the appointment of a V iticultural Health 
Officer, whose duty it shall be to traverse 
the State and to find out and condemn and 
isolate all infected vineyard's, taking the 
necessary measures and precautions to 
destroy the insect pest and to prevent its 
propagation. A regular quarantine system 
is to be adopted, in fact, and this is the 
only way in which the danger can be met. 
It will be observed that the peril and the 
remedy are in this case identical with those 
which concern the fruit crops of the State. 
It is f*s necessary to guard against the 
Phylloxera as against the Codling Moth 
aud the Scale Insect, and as necessary to 
prevent the spread of contagion through 
the perversity and selfishness of individ­ 
uals. 
Both these important interests are 
almost entirely dependent for their pre­ 
servation upon the measures proposed for 
their protection, and the Legislature would 
be amenable to very sharp censure should 
it adjouru without affording the reasonable 
relief asked for in the premises. 
It is necessary not only to check the 
spread of the disease, however, but to 
eradicate it where it 
exists, and 
for 
this purpose both -State and National 
aid is required. 
The V iticultural Com 
mission proposes to ask Congress to appro­ 
priate a part of the tax upon hrandy (ag­ 
gregating §500,000 from this State) for th¡3 
purpose. 
The General Government can 
well afford to concede what is required, 
and if this is done it is hoped th at the 
w oikof extermination may be completed 
in two years. 
The sum of SI0,000 per an­ 
num for the next two years is asked from 
the State. 
P art of this is to provide for 
the Health Officer whose functions we 
have above described, and part is to be em­ 
ployed in a compilation of “ a full series 
“ of text books upon all subjects pertain- 
“ ing to viticulture—soils, varieties 
of 
“ vines, different methods of pruning and 
“ culture, irrigation and submersion, fer- 
“ mentation, distillation, cooperage, cellars 
“ and their management, care and preser- 
" vation of vine-products, raisin-making, 
“ marketing grapes, foreign and domestic 
“ markets, pievention of adulteration, etc., 
“ e tc .’ 
These reports, when made, are to 
be at the disposal of the State, for sale or 
free distribution. 
As there is a very eager 
demand for works bearing upon all the va­ 
rious branches of Viticulture, and as this 
demand is constantly growing, it is be­ 
lieved, with reason, th at the State can re­ 
imburse itself for the entire outlay, and 
even add something new to its revenue, 
by the sale of these works. 
Another portion of the appropriation is 
to be used ia practical field experiments 
and demonstration of the value of reme­ 
dies, and this is calculated to save large 
amounts to the viticulturists generally. 
The purposes of the bill altogether are in 
fact good, and its provisions clear and ju ­ 
dicious. 
And the importance of the m atter 
of establishing a viticultural police system 
is so manifestly urgent th at the Legislature 
would be entirely justified in bringing such 
a measure to the head of the file at once, 
and making sure of its passage. 
W hen 
the material interests of a large class of 
the people are so closely involved there 
can be no excuse for procrastination or in­ 
dolence. 


SPEAKER PARKS AMD THE “ CHRONICLE.’’ 


Speaker Parks yesterday rose to a ques­ 
tion of privilege, and refuted the charge 
brought against him by the San Francisco 
Chronicle of having drawn two salaries— 
one of $10 per diem, as Speaker, and 
another of $8 per diem, as a member of 
the Assembly. 
Had the correspondent of 
the ClA-orucU been desirous of stating the 
truth, be could very easily have ascer­ 
tained that the charge was a false one, but 
he probably knew that the journal he 
served preferred slanderous and injurious 
falsehoods to the truth at all times, and so 
he dispatched this malicious lie on its 
travels. 
The 
facts, 
as 
explained by 
Speaker Parks, and as verified by several 
members of the Assembly, are as follows: 
The Controller conceived the peculiar idea 
that the Constitution should be so con­ 
strued as to give the Speaker $18 per diem, 
and he proceeded to draw two warrants, one 
for $10 per diem, and one for $S per diem. 
The Speaker knew nothing of this peculiar 
construction until three weeks of the ses­ 


sion had passed, when he went to the 
Controller’3 office to draw tome money. 
On learning w hat had been done, he 
instantly expressed the opinion that the 
Controller’s construction of the law was 
erroneous, and he declared his intention to 
draw no more than the S10 par diem given 
him by the Constitution. The Controller on 
his part held that the warrants, once is­ 
sued, could not be canceled until 
the 
Board of Examiners had passed upon them, 
but Speaker Parks drew no more than $10 
per diem, and has not and will not draw 
more. 
It thus appears th at the whole 
m atter grew cut of a faulty interpretation 
of the law on the part of the State Con­ 
troller, and that Mr. Parks has acted 
throughout with punctilious houesty, ab­ 
solutely refusing to take the extra salary 
which wa3 almost forced upon him, and 
steadily holding to the view that he was 
not entitled to it. 
There is, we trust, no 
other journal in the State tliau the Chron­ 
icle which would have made so outrage­ 
ously false and malicious a charge against 
a public officer, but that paper has no char­ 
acter to lose, and therefore it can afford to 
do many things which respectable journals 
would shrink from. 


A CITIZENS’ MEETING. 


ONE THAT DIDN’T 
SEND 
A COMMIT­ 
TEE TO THE TRUSTEES. 


The Meeting Called to Protest Against the 
Tax Levy of the Trustees, Fails 
to Make the Protest. 


THiT CONCURRENT RESOLUTION. 


One of tha committees which are just^ 
now making themselves so numerous yes­ 
terday adopted and transm itted to the 
Legislature a Concurrent Resolution re­ 
quiring the Attorney-General to commence 
suit forthwith against the hydraulic min­ 
ers. 
The true inwardness of this resolu­ 
tion appears to reside in its concluding 
proviso, which ¡3 as follows : 
“ And it ¡3 
“ further resolved, th at the 
Attorney- 
“ General shall be at liberty to employ 
“ such additional counsel as he may deem 
“ necessary to assist him in promptly coin- 
“ plying w ith this resolution.” This opens 
the door to the employment of attorneys 
who ir ay have sought to identify them ­ 
selves in a demagogic way with the popu­ 
lar movement against the hydraulic min­ 
ers, and considering the source of the res­ 
olution, and the circumstances under which 
it was produced, it may appear to be a 
fresh illustration of the familiar observa­ 
tion th at there are some people who will 
never lose anything through diffidence in 
soliciting it, even when the nature of their 
aim is apparent to the meanest capacity. 
In fact all that has been said as to the 
selfish objects of certain recent movements 
is confirmed afld established by this sig­ 
nificant proviso.

BRAZEN MISREPRESENTATIONS. 


(N evada T ranscript, F eb ru ary 20th. 1 
The Bet: represents Mr. Cadwalader as 
making the following statem ents at the 
anti-debris meeting held in Sacramento 
Thursday evening : 
“ Out of a population of 21,000 in the 
county of Nevada, there are 10,000 who 
have no interest in the hydraulic mines, 
hence the injury to individuals by stopping 
these mines is nothing, or next to nothing. 
There is no hydraulic mining in the town­ 
ship of Nevada or the township of Grass 
Valley, and the people of Nevada and 
Placer counties, who are not in the busi­ 
ness, look upon this class of mining with 
displeasure. 
These mines are owned by 
corporations composed of foreigners who 
have no interest in this State and very lit­ 
tle in the United States, besides taking the 
gold from our hills and leaving destruction 
behind. 
Their patronage to merchants is 
scarcely worth anything. ” 
It is with a mass of just such untruthful 
testimony as the above th at the min­ 
ers have had to contend ever since the op­ 
position to their interests began. 
Every 
statem ent embodied in 
the 
paragraph 
quoted is false as false can be. 
Every citi­ 
zen in Nevada county who possesses com­ 
mon intelligence trembles at the thought of 
the vast injury that will be wrought to all 
industrial and commercial pursuits carried 
on here should the large revenue annually 
derived from hydraulic mining be suddenly 
cut off. 
We do not believe there is a man 
living in this part of the State who does 
not share in this feeling. 
Some of the 
most profitable mines in Nevada township 
are of the hydraulic kind ; and the only 
reason that there are no large ones in 
Grass Valley township 
is because na­ 
ture appeared to have had a spite against 
th at particular locality in this respect, and 
made the main dead-river channels course 
all around it, but keep just outside its 
boundaries. We challenge Mr. Cadwalader 
to point out a single reputable citizen in 
Nevada county who “ looks upon this class 
of mining with displeasure.” 
There is but 
one hydraulic mine in Nevada county 
owned by a foreign corporation, and the 
foreigners who own it have to send thou­ 
sands of dollars here every year to pay for 
the improvements and developments con­ 
stantly being made in connection with their 
property. 
W ith two or three exceptions, 
the hydraulic mines are all owned by resi­ 
dents of Nevada county. 
Those excep­ 
tional mines are owned in San t rancieco. 
Every town in the county located above 
Nevada City (excepting Truckee and Boca) 
owes not only its prosperity, but its exist­ 
ence, to the successful continuance o'i hy­ 
draulic mining. 


A meeting of citizens was held at the Pa­ 
vilion last evening to consider the city tsx- 
levy question. 
It was large and fully repre- 
entative—far more so than any that has 
been held iu so pub’ic a way in a long time. 
About 480 men were in the hall, all well 
known and nineteen-twentieths taxpayeis, 
from considerable to large amounts. 


T. .1. CLUKIE 
Called to order. 
He stated that some time 
ago a meeting was held at Pioneer Hall and 
tli3 question of taxation considered. A few 
months ago the Trustees and some citizens 
arranged with the bondholders to increase 
the tax levy this year. 
Since then events 
have transpired that lead many to think 
the taxes should not now be increased. With 
that view a committee waited on the Trus­ 
tees to ask them not to make the levy, and 
it was agreed it would not be if a satisfac­ 
tory arraDg.meut could be made with the 
bondholders. 
A committee called on the 
representatives of the bondholders in San 
1’raucisco and represented the condition of 
the valley and city, and he was informed the 
committee had a promise from the agents 
satisfactory to them. This was communi­ 
cated to the Trustees—that the levy would 
not be made this year. Nevertheless, the 
Tiustees raided the levy from 41 cents to 100 
cents. 
A large revenue is now to come in 
from water works that may be used for bond 
purposes. 
This meeting was called to ask 
the Trustees to rescind the levy, as it will 
raise the price of bonds and increase the bur­ 
dens of the city. 
Mike Bryte nominated N. L. Drew fro 
Chairman, and be was elected unanimously. 
* Mr. Drew took the chair and called ou E. 
K. Alsip to act as Secretary, and the call was 
ratified by vote. 
Mr. Alsip read the pro­ 
ceedings of the Pioneer Hall meeting, by 
which it appeared that a resolution was 
passed there that no further taxes for bond 
purposes be raised than was raised last year, 
and that the total levy should not be in­ 
creased. 
The Chair called on Judge Mesick to ad­ 
dress the meeting. 


JUDGE W. S. MESICK. 
Mr. Mesick said at the Pioneer Hail meet­ 
ing a committee was named to request the 
Trustees to conform to the resolution. 
An­ 
other committee was named to see if it was 
feasible to refund the debt. 
He and Mr. 
Carrtill met the Trustees and they said they 
were willing to comply with the resolutions 
if enough of the parties interested would 
agree to the plan, and release the Trustees 
from a prior agreement to’ make a certain 
levy. 
He did not understand the Trustees to 
say if the agreement could not be made that 
they would disregard the resolutions. 
Mr. 
Carroll, J. H. McKune and Mayor Turner 
met the bondholders’ agent in San Francisco. 
W hat took place Judge McKune would state. 
As to the tax, the speaker said while many 
were looking after the interests of the bond­ 
holders, it didn’t seem many were looking 
after the interests of the city. For one, he 
said the tax of 55 per cent, of 1 per cent, 
cannot be enforced against the city, save un­ 
der contract made by the Trustees, without 
authority, with the bondholders. The law of 
1858 provided for a levy of 100 cents on each 
§100, 55 per cent, of it to go to the bond­ 
holder?, for interest and sinkiBg fund and 
bond redemption. 
In addition, also, 55 cents 
of the fines, haibor dues and water rents. 
This was an Act uniting county aud city. 
The Board then in authority iind power only 
to levy taxes for city and county purposes, 
and in addition they must levy on all prop­ 
erty not exempt 100 cents on the §100. When 
they levied the tax that year they complied 
with the law, and there is no word requiring 
them to levy it each year thereafter. The 
words “ annual levy ” do not occur once. 


IN' THIS THEBE WAS REASON ; 
’1 hey didn’t intend to say, “ notw ithstand­ 
ing you may have fire and flood, you shall 
still levy the tax and sacrifice yourselves and 
the security, too.” 
Suppose the city had 
never levied more than SI, and always every 
year have given 55 per cent, to the bond­ 
holders, why more taxes would have been 
paid by the people than all the property Í3 
worth ; and no grades have been raised, but 
all be down in the mud, and the bonds not 
worth two cents on the dollar ? Instead, we 
have gone on and built streets and levees, 
making good the security of the bondholders. 
The law makers saw such 
contingencies 
might arise, aud provided no action should be 
brought against the city for or on account of 
Buch indebtedness, nor should any of its 
property be liable to attachment process or 
sale, either 
mesne 
or final. 
Laws in­ 
tending • annual levies so state. 
He read 
from an Act applying to Humboldt county 
in illustration to show that, also other Acts of 
like character where it is set out that the 
levy shall be yearly, or each year, or annu­ 
ally, etc., until the debt be paid. So if we 
are to be confined to the law let the specific 
words of the law apply. 
In 1863 a charter 
was granted the city, and the union between 
city aud couuty dissolved. 
In that there 
is a permissive clause as to 1 per cent., leaving 
it to the discretion of the Trustees to levy 
such tax as they deem fit. They could not 
exceed SI, but it was not mandatory to levy 
it. They say bonds have been issued since 
then, but as to those there is no mandatory 
provision. 
IS THAT LAW 
They provided ngain that no suits should be 
maintained on any contract that had arisen 
prior to the charter, aud also provided that 
the goods of the city should nut be seized— 
this, 
because 
of 
the 
repeal 
of 
the 
Act of 1S58, which wan a mandatory Act. 
In the law of 1858 55 per cent, of water rents 
had to be set aside, but in the Act of 1803 it 
reads 55 per cent, of “ n e t” proceeds of 
water rents; so the terms were changed. 
Under the agreement between the Trustees 
and bondholders, he understood they gave 45 
per cent, of the gross proceeds. There was 
no law for that. 
He felt a deep interest in 
all this matter. 
His interest had nothing to 
do with politics or cliques. 
He was against 
everybody not for the city. 
He opposed the 
extraordinary levy Ithis year because he saw 
the distress about him, and that the people 
must spend their means for protection. 
This 
place is entitled to be a city, not a mere stop- 
ping-place on the railroad. This year she 
has got to provide liberally for her levees, 
the public health and her drainage. 
She 
must have a country about her ; at leasf, be­ 
yond peradventure, she must take care of 
her levees and sewage, else she will be 
stricken with pestilence and go back to the 
condition of ‘62 and a miserable tax roll of 
four or five millions, and lose all she has 
gained in eighteen hard years. 
Ha’d take 
the money pioposed to be given to the bond­ 
holders and 
BUILD LEVEES 
And improve drainage ; it is in the interest 
of the people anil of the bondholders too. 
When a debtor goes squarely up to his cred­ 
itor and shows his inability, the creditor is 
nearly always lenient; it is to his interest to 
be so. 
He believed the city had a right to do 
this and he believed the bondholders couldn’t 
afford to refuse the plea ; they couldn’t afford 
to press the city now. 
It is not dishonest, it 
is not repudiation to tell the truth to the 
creditor and say we can’t pay now. 
We 
want to use our money to restore your se­ 
curity. 
If some one hadn’t meddled he 
didn’t believe the bondholders would have 
caused any trouble at all. 
All the funds 
have been starved this year to Jceep the levy 
down to 2 cents. 
It is no excuse to say the 
levy is not greater than last year, for we want 
all the money to srfve ourselves now, this day 
and hour. 
The Trustees have power to re­ 
scind the levy. 
It is the wish and will of the 
people. 
They are the servants of the people 
and not their masters, neither they -nor the 
Funded Debt Commissioners. 
We say this 
because if the bear comes out of the woods, 
we are threatened with, we are the ones who 
have ter meet him and be eaten, and not they. 
Mr. Mesick concluded with a feeling perora­ 
tion. 
The Chair—Judge McKune will now — - 
J. R. Watson—Mr. Chairman, this meet­ 
ing seems to be conducted on one side. L it 
us hear some one next in favor of the levy, 
and then one----- 
The Chair—ludge McKune w ill----- 
M i. Watson—Mr. Chairman, I claim your 
attention. * 
T. J . Clunie—Let me say that the plan is 
to have Judge McKune tell of the consulta­ 
tion in San Francisco first. 
We want our 
side to be heard and then others can be heard 
in reply. 
. 
Mr. W a ts o n — W hat is our side ? 
Mr. Clunie—Opposed to the tax levy, as it 
now is 100 cents on ----- 
Judge Beatty—You propose to consume 
all the time and leav» the balance for replies. 
J. H. M’KUN’E. 
Judge McKune said the Trastes* ought to 
be willing to be governed by the people who 
had trusted them, and the more light let in 
the more certainly can they judge if the 
trust reposed has been abused. 
In Decem­ 
ber last the Trustees thought it advisable to 
make a quasi contract with the bond holders, 
but it did not legally bind the city, only their 
consciences. 
They were advised by officers 
and men who pitched their camp with the 
bond-holders. The contract he then re»d : 
We, the Trustees oC the city of Sacramento, do 
hereby igree to Cirry out the project embodied in 
the resolutions passed at o. mfje'.ingof citizens re­ 


q u estin g us to levy a tax of 35 i*er cent, of one p er 
cent., an d also to set ap a rt 45 per cent, of th e jjross 
receipts of th e C ity W ater W orks fur th e p ay m en t 
of past-due coupons of eity bonds ; and we pledge 
ourselves n o t to plead th e s ta tu te s of lim itation 
ag aiu s1 auy su it in stitu te d ag ain st coup 
s of 1 -?77, 
or to do any o th e r act th ereby- tho se w ho do n o t sue 
before th e 1st of Jan u ary , 1SS1, will be placed in a 
w orse condition th a n tho se w ho sue before th a t 
tim e. 
J his pledge is to be b iu d in g only on condi­ 
tio n th a t the- com m ittee sen t to San Francisco a r­ 
ran g e satisfactorily w ith th e holders of past-due 
coupons. 
Now, said the speaker, who composed this 
Citizens’ Committee ? 
Who were 
th ey '! 
Who called them into e x i s t e n c e What 
meeting created and authorized it? Does 
anyone know who they were ? Judge Beatty 
will be expected to reply. That project ought 
not to have been made and ought not now 
be kept, and if we can show nineteen-tweuti- 
eths of the people oppose the contract we 
expect the Trustees to take the back track. 
This pledge was made away in advance of 
what they jould foresee might happen to be 
the condition of the city. 
This a;reement 
was never heard of until it leaked out in the 
papers, and then came up at the Pioneer 
Hall meeting. 
Then there was almost a 
unanimous voice against the compact, and a 
resolution was passed, and Mayor Turner ex­ 
pressed himself as heartily sorry that the 
contract had been made, and would gladly 
get out of it if he could do so honorably. 
Last Monday the speaker was in San Fran­ 
cisco. As he was leaving for home he 


RECEIVED A TELEGRAM 
Asking him to remain and meet Mayor Tur­ 
ner and J . H. Carroll, to call on the bond­ 
holders. 
He did so, an 1 he aud Air. Carroll 
went to see Daniel Meyer, who knows more 
about the bonds than anyone else. 
The situ­ 
ation was laid brfore him, and he was asked 
to consent to let the cup pass this year. At 
first he was reticent and wanted to know why 
Judge Beatty and Mr. Gallatin didn’t come. 
Mr. Carroll told him we couldn’t trust Judge 
Beatty, aud Mr. Gallatin had gone E ast; 
that Judge Beatty would misrepresent the 
city ; that a meeting of the citizens had been 
held and had resoiveel th at it was impossible 
to jiay the bondholders, and do what is nec­ 
essary to be done to save the city ; that if it 
could go over one year the people could make 
the defenses needed anti be able to meet the 
creditors next year and go on with the pay­ 
ments ; that at one time evil came ou the 
city and her values went down from ten mill­ 
ions to five ; that by hard work the values 
were again brought up to Sll.000,000 and 
the bonds increased in value in proportion. 
Now less than $300,000 of the bonds are held 
in California that threaten the city, t hrough 
Mayer they learned of a compromise made 
last year that he’d like .fudge Beatty to ex­ 
plain. 
Judge Beatty—I opposed i t ; it was made 
against my advice and protest. 
Judge McKune—I am glad so hear that. 
The next day they met Meyer & Rosenbaum 
at the latter’» office. 
Mr. Kaeding, of the 
German Bank, repre.-ents the largest owners, 
Mr. Sather next and Mr. Livingston next. 
The situation was shown again to these men, 
and all but one agreed to what was desired, 
to make the levy the same as last year. 
Raeding represented foreign holders, and 
said he had sent a copy of the agreement to 
his principals, aud would not consent to make 
an effort to collect the money. 
Rosenbaum, 
the attorney for Raeding’s principals, agreed 
to take 55 per cent, of 41 cents, and 


RISK THE ArrROVAL 
Of his principals. 
So they substantially let 
Mayor Turner out of his agreement. The 
speaker then asked Meyer whether there 
would be any liklihood of refunding at 35 
cents. 
He replied no ; be had offered every 
bondholder 35 cents for all they had, and he 
couldn’t get them, and he didn’t dare to offer 
more, for they wouldn’t take 50 cents, if he 
made the order. Then Mr. Carroll asked if 
he’d take 40 cents, if the city would turn over 
the W ater Works fund to pay interest and 
refund at twenty years, and he replied no. 
Would he take 45 cents? Xo. 
Would he 
take 50 cents? Then he replied that, speaking 
for himself, he would, the refunding to be lim­ 
ited to those couponsnotoutlawed. These men 
know they 
cannot 
enforce their claims 
through the Courts. They believe that if 
they tried it their bonds would go down to 
almost nothing. 
He knew this from eliscus- 
sion with their attorneys. 
Daniel Meyer put 
it thus : 
“ We don’t desire to kill the goose 
that lays the golden egg.” When Sacra­ 
mento pays all they did for the bonds, and 20 
per cent, more, and interest, and refunds at 
50 ceuts, it is enough, and is no repudiation. 
If the Trustees do not return to the 41 cents 
levy after the people demand it, we shall ask 
them to resign, and let us put in men who 
will do it. That the total levy is but §2, the 
same as last year, is no answer. 
When the 
property was listed no disaster had over­ 
taken it. 


THE FUNDS HAVE BEEN STRIPPED 
To raise ^ the fund to pay the past due cou­ 
pons. 
The Fire Department fund has beeu 
reduced, the school fund left at the old fig­ 
ure. the levee and drainage raised three cents, 
and they propose to submit plans for 
to 
levy an extra tax in addition ; and for one he 
was willing to vote it. 
But they reduce the 
police fucd and strike out the street sprink­ 
ling fund, aud the dust must till our streets 
all summer. 
Nothing is put in the Funded 
Debt Commissioners fund this year. 
He 
never could understand how Judge Beatty 
could buy in coupons, and yet draw interest 
on them from the city. He didn’t like the 
transaction, aud had never considered it wise. 
The sewer fund remains, and is sufficient to 
make up the total. 
He apprehended no dis­ 
tress to the city ; the bonds iu the State are 
few, aud if the holders sue and get judgment 
they can't levy on a cent’s worth of property, 
unless they can have a tax levy made ; they 
can’t sue, for the Act of 1858 is in force, pro­ 
hibiting suit, as much as the law making the 
tax mandatory. They understand this, and 
know they are bound to rely on the statutes, 
and not the Courts, and hence they are not 
disposed to kill the goose that lays the golden 
egg. 
Judge McKune concluded by saying that 
petitions had been prepared for the Trustees, 
asking them to rescind the ordinance fixing 
the levy; that copies would be circulated in 
the audience, and he hoped every citizen 
present would sign, and then go and get his 
neighbor to sign, 
IThe petition?, further than this, were not 
again referred to, and the circulation of the 
petitions, if had, was done so quietly as not 
to be noticeable ] 
• 


A DISPATCH. 
The Secretary here read a dispatch from 
Los Angeles, from .1. II. Carroll, in response 
to a dispatch by Chairtnau Drew, asking if 
the committee in San Francisco found any 
creditors “ insisting on our levying extra 
taxes this year, or any difficulty in the wav 
of refunding our city indebtedness at 50 
cents.” The answer read as follows :

MAYOR Tl'RNER’3 STATEMENT. 
Mayor Turner then took the stand. 
He 
spoke with deep feeling. 
He said thus far 
the meeting had been a one-sided affair. 
It 
had been marked by a mass of mi-represent- 
ations and by statements unqualifiedly false. 
Why these misrepresentations and rtaternents 
without foundation in truth had been made 
he knew not, and cared less. Judge McKune 
either had a poor memory or else is actuated 
by a malicious spirit. As to the first meeting 
referred to. he did not know who called it. 
He was not there, but he learned of it. 
It 
was fully as representative a meeting as that 
held at Pioneer Had subsequently. 
He had 
seen a good deal of this “ heavy taxpayer 
and leading citizen ” kind 
of meetings. 
He made no distinction between citizens, for 
the man with little property holds it as dearly 
and clings to his home as tenaciously, and is 
as deeply interested in it as is his wealthier 
neighbor with his mansion. 
At the Pioneer 
Hall meeting the debt was discussed, and 
several propositions made. 
One gentleman 
present, Mr. McClatchy, was the author there 
of a proposition wholly impracticable. 
Re­ 
funding was discussed, but so far as be knew, 
and so far as he could learn, not a single city 
creditor has ever offered to refund. Mr. Meyer 
never offered or agreed to refund ; Meyer 
scouted Mr. Carroll’s proposition, and asked 
if any man would give up $100 for $50. 


IT CAN’T BK PROVED 
That any creditor ever offered to refund. As 
to the “ contract,” it was never looked on as 
a contract or as binding in law. 
Before that, 
the city had been sued. 
Mr. Catlin. as coun­ 
sel for the Trustees, searched the matter, and 
reported that all the city could do was to 
comply with the law and levy a tax of 100 
cents, or else make a compromise or go into 
dangerous litigation. 
In December George 
Cadwalader came in and threw down 320,­ 
000 worth of past-due coupons and demanded 
payment, and threatened B uit. 
Immediately 
after, at Pioneer Hall, Mr. Cadwalader, 
though attorney for bondholders, swelled up 
and used his utmost endeavor and exercised 
his greatest forensic powers to hold the 
speaker up to ridicule. 
He cared not for 
th a t; he could stand it. 
The speaker was 
asked to go to San Francisco with Mr. Car­ 
roll, and he went. A t that meeting of the 
bondholders were two who had unloaded of 
coupons almost wholly, and they didn't care 
if the levy did go over ; two others opposed 
the Carroll plan, and Rosenbaum, the attor­ 
ney, neither consented nor dissented. 
The 
men there represented but a small part of 
the debt. He came home, and Mr. Catlin 
again advised him his only duty under hi3 
oath was to levy the tax. Now, as to the 
tax levy, notice wa3 given by the pres» of the 
intention, and on Saturday a large number 
of the Pioneer Hall-meeting people came aud 
examined it, and all was lovely.

Judge McKune, said the Mayor, knew all 
this as well as I, and I claim it is ungentle- 
manly and unfair to speak as he has. 
Mr. 
Catlin is not here to speak for the Trustees, 
He is absent from the city, else he would ap­ 
pear here and make a statement concernin'- 
the threatened suits, those brought and the 
whole bond matter. 
As concerned his own 
acts, the Mayor declared he had done his 
duty, and would continue to do so, andshould 
elo it fearless of consequences aud without 
regard to any attempts to turn him from the 
right course. 
JUDGE H. O. BEATTY. 
Juelge Beatty then addressed the meeting. 
He was surprised at the mass of misrepre­ 
sentation presented. 
Malicious, untrue and 
false statements had been made—statements 
without a shadow of truth, and what was 
more, they had often been exposed. 
If he 
only had time, were not the hour so late, he 
could and was anxious to make some ex­ 
posures that would place certain very philan­ 
thropic people in a most unenviable light. 
He had been attacked and abused. He cared 
little for these things, but did care for mis­ 
representations. The truth was that years 
ago Judge McKune became his antagonist. 
He had a plan for wiping out the city debt, 
and McKune had a plan. 
His plan became 
the law and McKune’s didn’t, and he had 
never had the Judge’s forgiveness since. U n­ 
der his plan the Funded Debt Commission 
had 
BOUGHT IN 
§772,544 of the city debt, paying for it at the 
rate of 25i cents for every §1 of bond. 
Mc- 
Kune’a plan was to have no redemption, but 
employ lawyers and fight the bondholders. 
Now, Mrs. Fowle had about §24,700 of bonds. 
Judge McKune’s plan was to let her sue. 
I’ll defend the city, said he. 
He did, anel 
charged a right round bill for it, and went 
to 
Washington and defended, and r^ad 
all the law Judge Mesick read to-night. 
But 
she got judgment, and the Supreme Court 
enforced her claim, and read the law dif}*- 
ently, and they had to go to the Legislature 
and get a bill to fund the debt at 7 per cent., 
and Mrs. Fowle’s claim, with costs, amounted 
to §00,000, and on that you are paying 7 per 
cent, interest tc-day. 
That is a sample of 
Judge McKune’s plan. Here is mine : I got 
§200,000 of the city in small sums, and have 
paid §772,544 of your debt with it. 
Which 
do yon like best ? This whole scheme is got 
up to give certain lawyers big fees and send 
them on to Washington, to come back with 
their tails between their legs. 
Just after the 
flood of 1862 the bondholders wanted the 
speaker to sue the city and

• 
And told them there waa a limit to taxation. 
Ever since he has stood between the city and 
ruinous litigation. Last year a German bond­ 
holder was about to sue. The speaker ad­ 
vised the Trustees to levy the tax the law 
commands, and they promised to do it, but 
didn’t. He did that, cot for the bondholders, 
as falsely charged here, but. to protect the 
city, iu which he had his all, from law suits. 
Last winter a bondholder sued for §2,000. 
Mayor Turner brought the complaint to him. 
He told the Mayor there was no defense to 
the suit; it was small, but opened the door. 
He offered to go to San Francisco aud see the 
parties, and believed he could settle it. 
But 
the Mayor went to Messrs. Catbn and Hay- 
mond, and after some months of considera­ 
tion they too concluded j u s t as he did, t h a t 
there was no defense, and it w a s compromised 
at le ss favorable rates than if done earlier, as 
he had advised, and the city ha4 to p a y at­ 
torneys’ fees aud a round sum to h u s h it u p . 
Next he heard that many suits were about to 
be brought, and he went to San Francisco 
and saw the lawyer ot the bondhclders, and 
convinced him that the old coupons were 
barred by the statute. 
Then they proposed 
to sue on those not barred, and so not be 
caught napping again. He told them that was 


BAD POLICY. 
Then they offered .a compromise, which the 
Trustees refused. 
Then he went once more 
to San Francisco, and then the compromise 
was agreed upon, that 100 cents should be 
levied and they would take “ all hands off.” 
“ He represents the bondholders?” Indeed? 
Why for sixteen years he had refused thou­ 
sands of dollars of fees of the bondholders 
offered him to become their attorney. 
For 
years he had given legal services to the city 
of his home and charged aud received nothing. 
All he ever got was §725. 
lie spent over 
§300 in getting the law through, in getting 
up meetings, printing, etc., and of all that, 
except §15, he paid every cent out of his own 
pocket, aud not a dollar has been charged to 
the city.

A meeting of the Anti-Hydraulic Mining 
Committee of Fifty-seven was hell in *L'■® 
Board of Supervisors’ room yesterday fore ­ 
noon. There was sc full attendance of the 
committee, together with all the members of 
the Sacramento legislative delegation and 
others. The meeting was called tp order by 
George Cadwalader. Chairman of the com­ 
mittee, who stated that the committee had 
been called together to meet the Senatorial 
and Assembly delegations, iu order to present 
to them the resolutions passed at the meeting 
held Thursday evening last at the Pavilion, 
and also to present to them a concurrent res­ 
olution, the terms of which were agreed upon 
at the said meeting, and to request them to 
endeavor to secure its immediate passage. 
The resolutions fir=t referred to and which 
were published in the R ecord-Union last 
Friday morning were tnen read by R. T. 
Devlin, Secretary of the committee. The 
Chair then called for a report of the commit­ 
tee appointed to draft 
A CONCURRENT RESOLUTION 
To present to the legislative delegation for 
their action, and J. H. McKuue submitted 
the following: 
Resolved bv the Assembly, the Senate concur­ 
ring, That th e Attorney-General is hereby author* 
ized and directed to forthwith iiirtitute actions in 
the name of tilt Stat. 
ah persons, partner­ 
ships and corporations engaged in mining by the i.o- 
called hydraulic process, who de|>oeit the tunings of 
their said mines in or suffer the same to flow into 
the channels of any of the mountain stream» of 
this State, whose waters cm [Ay into the Sacramento 
river, to restrain a"d prohibit them from so doing; 
and be it further 
. 
. 
. 
Resolved That the Governor is hereby authorized 
and directed to appoint a Commission, to last one 
year of three competent persons, who shall serte 
without compensation, to examine and report to the 
Attorney-General when in their opinion, if at all, 
the persons, partnerships, corporations, engaged in 
such mining and enjoined at the instance of the 
State, can assume their operations without commit- 
tinga public nuisance, and without injury to any 
stream, ru cr, bay. or harbor of this State, or to 
anv town, city of public property. 
Such recom­ 
mend ilion shill lie deemed a sufficient warrant for 
yie Attorney-General to discharge injunctions re­ 
straining such operations, and to dismiss the actions 
in which they were issue,! ; and beil further 
Resolved, That the Attorney-General shall be at 
liberty to employ sucli additional counsel as he may 
dc.en'ni ccssa'ry t" assist him in promptly complying 
with this resolution. 
ITS OBJECTS STATED. 
Mr. Cadwalader said : 1 will state to the 
delegation that the committee has arrived at 
the conclusion that there are grave doubts 
whether our enemies caiiHot so consume the 
time of the two Houses as to prevent a vote 
upon the bill prohibiting hydraulic miners 
frcm using the mountain streams for their 
tailings. 
We have, therefore, concluded to 
bring the question directly before the Assem­ 
bly without the delay attendant upon the 
passage of the bill referred to. The committee 
has concluded to ask you to introduce this 
resolution, which, in the opinion of the com­ 
mittee, sets in motion the law officer of the 
State at the expense of the State, and makes 
it necessary for him to proceed to enjoin 
these mining acts at once. 
The committee 
think such acts create what is called a pub­ 
lic nuisance, a nuisance that interferes with 
navigation, prevents cities 
from enjoying 
what thej" [jav taxes to enjoy, threatens 
property with loss, and thus come within 
the definition of a public nuisance. They 
think the law is opposed to this, and that it is 
the duty of the Attorney-General to take into 
his hands that law and put it into operation. 
In order that the conservative nature of the 
resolution may be seen and appreciated, the 
Chair will state that while we recommend 
that the 
JUDICIARY POWER OF THE STATE 
Be employed, in order to right a great wrong 
that is being daily magnified, they think 
there would be a great many persons in the 
Legislature who would not want to stop 
hydraulic mining, hoping that a way may be 
found in which they, may operate their mines 
without injury to the interests below. Hence 
the Commission to be appointed by the Gov­ 
ernor is provided, so that if upon inquiry it 
is found that these mines can be proceeded 
with without injury to the property below, 
then it can be resumed, but not otherwise. 
We want the injunction first and at once, 
and 
this may be inquired 
into after­ 
wards. 
This is a concurrent resolution 
and not a joint resolution. 
It 
gives 
no 
new 
law 
upon 
the 
subject, but 
only directs the Attorney-General to at once 
proceed in the manner pointed out. The 
Chair further slated that it was the desire of 
the committee to have the resolution first 
presented in the A-sembly and then trans­ 
mitted to the .Senate. 
Mr. Van Fleet thought, in view of the fact 
that the business < f the Senate was much 
further advanced than in the Assembly, it 
would be better, in order to obtain immedi­ 
ate action upon it. to have it first presented 
to the Senate. 
A iliscussion followed upon this point, en­ 
gaged in by members of the delegation and 
committee. 
Mr. Cadwalader finally stated 
that the Chair would feel botmd to carry out 
the instructions of the committee and have it 
first presented to the Assembly, unless those 
instructions were changed. He would hear 
any motion to that effect. 
None was made. 
The members of the Legislative delegation, 
with the exception of Mr. Johnson, were 
called upon individually for 


EXPRESSIONS - AS TO THEIR BEING IN HAR­ 
MONY WITH THE PROPOSED ACTION. 
Mr. Baker said it sq^med to him there was 
an object to be attained, and that was to be 
done through the stoppage of hydraulic 
mining. 
Senator Johnson said he should obey what­ 
ever instructions the people of this county 
gave upon this subject, but ho was opposed 
to the portion of the resolution which pro­ 
vides for a commission to be appointed by 
the Governor. 
He sail there was no ques­ 
tion but that hydraulic mining had got to be 
stopped or this valley abandoned. The peo­ 
ple, he said, throughout the entire valley, are 
now looking for mounds upon which to gather 
their families and stock to save them from de­ 
struction. 
Mr. Van Fleet would cheerfully obey the 
instructions of the committee upon these res­ 
olutions, although he did not now see how 
the Attorney-General could employ counsel 
to as=ist him without a special Act appro­ 
priating funds for that purpose, as the ures- 
ent appropriation hill ouly provided $500 in 
the aggregate to the Attorney-General for 
the employment of assistant counsel. If it is 
necessary, he said, to stop hydraulic mining 
iu order to overcome the present evils, he was 
iu favor of auy steps to that end. 


AN EXPLANATION GIVEN. 
Mr. Young said he wasffn favor of putting 
a stop to hydraulic mining, and he supposed 
every ssne man in the cities of Sacramento 
and Marysville, cr in fact in the whole val­ 
ley. would he in favor of the principies em­ 
bodied iu the resolution. 
Mr. Cadwalader—Then why did you disre­ 
gard the instructions of our committee, when 
we instructed our delegation to strike out the 
word “ misdemeanor ” from the Senate bill 
and make it a civil remedy? And instead of 
this you even introduced a bill to make it a 
higher crime—a felony. 
Mr. Young—W hat do you mean ? 
Mr. Cadwalader—Did you not introduce a 
bill making it a felony to carry on hydraulic 
mining? 
Mr. Young—Does the gentleman want me 
to answer him plaiuly ? 
Mr. Cadwalader—Yes. 
Mr. Young—Very well. 
I did so, in the 
first place, because I do not believe to make 
the punishment misdemeanor is sufficient. 
These men will pay small fines and continue 
their hydraulic mines for years to come. 
They will pay them as often as they are im­ 
posed. 
If you strike out misdemeanor and 
make it simply a civil remedy, it will impose 
upon this city and Marysville a prolonged 
litigatioD, at the tune of $100,000 for attor­ 
ney fees, and by the time it has passed 
through our State Courts and the United 
States Courts three years or more will prob­ 
ably be consumed. 
During that time our 
valleys will be destroyed. 
If you make it 
a felony, as my bill of Saturday makes it, 
they are not permitted to pay small fines and 
still continue ^ their destructive work ; but if 
they continffe to run their tailings into our 
rivers, the only 


PUNISHMENT WILL BE STATE’S PRISON, 
And rather than go to there these men 
will refrain from carrying on the mines 
in the present manner. 
I say, further, I did 
not disregard the instruction of the commit­ 
tee. When the Senate bill comes before the 
House, upon which I was instructed, I will 
vote for it. The bill I introduced on Satur­ 
day was mine. 
1 was not instructed in 
regard to it. 
The further reason why 
I make 
it a felony, and 
don't 
con­ 
fine 
it 
simply 
to 
a 
civil 
remedy, 
is this, that I believe the ulterior object of 
the person who penned that instrument was 
writing in the interest of attorneys and large 
attorney fees, and I as a taxpayer in the city 
of Sacramento am opposed to Sacramento 
being amerced in the sum of 8100,000 or more 
for that purpose, and have expensive and in­ 
terminable litigation, when a bill, such as 
that which I introduced on Saturday, mak­ 
ing it a felony, will throw these fellows into 
prison and step their ruinoua operations. 
Mr. Young further stated that he did not 
know that he was in favor of the Attorney- 
General employing additional counsel, and 
suggested that the District Attorneys of the 
counties interested mizht aid him. 
Chris Green thought that the aid that 
would be rendered by the District Attorneys 
of the mining counties would be of little 
value iu prosecuting miners in those counties. 
Upon motion, Mr. Vac Fleet was chosen 
to present the concur-ent resolution adopted 
by the committee, to the Assembly, and the 


Committee of Fifty-seven decided to Accom­ 
pany the legislative delegation and render 
any aid and influence they might in securing 
its passage. 
The meeting then adjourned for that pur­ 
pose.

W lij flte C hinese T reaiics H ang F ire. 
New Y o rk , February 21st.—The Post's 
W ashington special says : The Chinese trea­ 
ties hang (ire in the Senate, and the failure 
of th at body to act is creating some discus­ 
sion as to its reasons therefor. 
One reason 
stated is th at the treaties will affect the rela­ 
tions of the next A dm inistration with the 
Chinese, and th at it is only fair to leave its 
hands untied, and more tim e for considera­ 
tion, in view of the fact th at im portant re­ 
strictive legislation is proposed. 
Again, it ¡3 
urgfed that the “ most favored nation ” clause 
in the treaty yields to the Chinese the right 
to be naturalized, in opposition to the wishes 
and legislative enactm ents of the Pacific 
coast. 
Also, it is said that the treaty will 
not effectually etem the tide_ of immigration, 
as a large part—two-thirds, it is said—of the 
Chinese immigrants are those who are re­ 
turning after one term of residence here, and 
as such are not excluded. 
The provisions of 
the commercial treaty governing the pro­ 
ceedings of mixed Courts and the carrying of 
opium are also meeting with some opposition. 
The F u n d in g B ill at New lo r k . 
Nf.w Y ork, February 21st.—The Graphic 
say s: 
The action of the few city banks, 
which on Saturday decided to withdraw their 
circulation because of the tax and low rate of 
interest on the new bonds, is the subject of 
considerable discussion in Stock Exchange 
circles, where the operation is much ridiculed 
and generally regarded as extremely ill- 
advised and hasty. 
I t is claimed th at one 
of these institutions, which has been largely 
benefited and favored in the past by Govern­ 
m ent officials, is short of 4 per cents, in the 
stock market, and it is therefore making as 
much opposition to the new 3 per cent, bill 
as possible, and is also endeavoring to induce 
other bankB to oppose the measure and with­ 
draw their circulation. 
Conservative bank­ 
ers, however, believe th at these banks will all 
ultim ately conclude to redeposit the 3 per 
cents, and take out their circulation again 
w ithin three months. 
I t is understood that 
there is to be an amendment offered in the 
House to the bill providing for the issue of 
greenbacks to take the place of the bank 
circulation th at may be withdrawn. 
If this 
sensible precaution is taken, it will instantly 
restore confidence, and take permanently 
away from the banks this fearful power to 
withdraw in one day all their bills from cir­ 
culation, or, w hat is worse, lock up an equal 
am ount of gold and legal tendera, and leave 
the street utterly without means of doing 
business. 
Such terrible power no set of men 
should for one instant possess.

seps enterpri-f. 
Since then the negotiations 
have come to a definite conclusion, but the 
rumors put forth in New York and here, 
concerning the nature of the arrangement 
arrived at, ara entirely false.

Evarts, in contradiction of these report-, said : 
•• You may say th at the negotiations between 
this Government and that of Colombia are in 
progress, and th at the Colombian M inister 
has'retum ed to his Government for the ac­ 
ceptance of the agreement thus far reached.

does Hot include any such features as 
th at Colombia shall first ask for the inter­ 
ference of the U nited States Government.” 
This was all the Secretary of State would say, 
but the treaty of 1816 itself plainly Shows 
th at so far from the U nited States having to 
w ait for the consent or request of Colombia 
before interfering for the protection of Col­ 
ombia, it is left to us as guardian of those 
rights, which are as im portant to us as to 
Colombia, to determine when the occasion 
has arisen for the protection of these right-.
